. RON CHAIN MAKING. 


Hot and Noisy Work Requiring Consider- 
able Skill and Strength. 


it is to be hoped that none of them will ever 
have to wear one. For all that, they may 
be glad to know something about the proe- 
ess of making them, a process thus de- 
scribed by the Pittsburgh Dispatch: 

The first operation is the making of the 
links. The material comes in coils, each 


twenty feetof roundiron rod, which is of 
unjform diameter and of various sizes, cor- 


groove of a powerful machine, the wheel is 
started, a twisting motion imparted, and 
the iron comes forth In a spiral roll, looking 
as the outer strand of a rope might if sep- 
arated from the component parts. 

The groove into which the iron is pressed, 
and the spindle-like arrangement about 
which the coil is formed, make the coil ex- 
actly uniform throughout, the links being 


size. The machine does its work rapidly; 
but little time is consumed in converting 
the eighty ormore feet of rod into shape 
for chain tin ks. 

The next step in the manufacture of a 
chain is the cutting of the links. The 


first workman to another who places it in 


as a man’s head, one end being considera- 
bly lower than the other. 

One end of the coil is then submitted to 
the operation of the cutting machine, which 
at a single biow strikes off enough of it 
fora chain link. The machineis regular 
and rapid inits motion. The workman has 
only to hold the iron in position, and from 
two hundred totwo hundred and seventy- 
five links are cutevery minute. They drop 
into a spout, and roll therefrom into a small 
cart, which is hauled away when full to the 
welding department. 

So far all the work has been done without 
the agency of heat, but the chain can not 
be completed without the agency of fire. 
The final operation is welding the links 
together. Standing beside a furnace 


workman seizes a piece of the white-hot 
metal with his tongs, places it on a die, and 
putting his footona treadle causes a spring | 


link. 

Two otuer turns and two more blows of 
the bammer,and the link is completely 
formed and welded together. Another 
piece is then taken from the fire, and the 
open end defily slipped around the link 
just formed. Itis then operated upon just 
| as the first link was; another is added, then 
another; the chain is growing rapidiy— 
so fast, indeed, that two feet or more of it 
has been finished before the red giow has 
died out of the first link welded. 

Of the small chain, which the workman is 
now making, the weldiug of three thousand 
links is considered a good day’s work. More 
can be made of a smaller size, and less of a 
larger. It is hot and noisy work.

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LLGAL JURISPRUDENCE, 


An Interesting Coanecticut 
Case. 

The Central Law Journal, pub- 
lished at St. Louis, contains the fol- 
lowing: 

A recent Connecticut case is attract- 
ing attention and exciting consider- 
ablo interest in that staid old com- 
mouawealth. It is nothing more vor 
than a sult by a householder 
ugainst a neighbor for damage al- 
lezved to have resulted froin sak 
neighbor by placing fly screens on bis 
windows and thereby causing a greater 
number of flies to enter and invade 
plaintiffs bouse. The claim made 
seems to be that, under the common 
law, every family is bound to provide 
for its quo.e of flies, and that defeud- 
ant, by the use of screens, fails to 
make provision for his proper al- 
lowance,and by driving them else- 
where, raises the pro rata of the 
community and especially of plain- 
tiff, whose house adjoins thatof de- 
fendant. It is, we conceive, some- 
thiog new to jurisprudence, and its 
outeome will, no doubt, interest the 
mnem bers of the legal profession, The 
plan of defense whicn will be made 
by defendant bas not yet been out 
lined. Itis stated that under the wise 
provisions of the Connecticut law, 
the defendant will not be allowed to 
deny that it is his duty to provide 
for hia share of the village flies, bul 
itis understood that he will attempt 
to throw the barden of pruof on the 
plaintiff, by allegiog that no members 
of bis apportionment of flies can be 
found in plaintiff’« house, they hav- 
ing when barred out from their 
rightful buzzing place, adjourned in 
a body toa beer garden inp close prox- 
unity. This defense and uravoidable 
rebuttal will, of course, render neces- 
sary the identification of the flies in 
open court, bth those found in 
the plaintiff's l..uase,es well as those 
in the Leer garden. Should the 
proprietor «of the latter refuse to pro- 
duce his flies, or should he secure 
their release by writ of Aabeas corpus 
it will greatly complicate matters and 
add interesting features,
